SO. 1487 .— In pursuance of paragraph &A of the Drugs (Prices Control) Ordet, 
1970, the Central Government hereby exempts—* 

(1) small scale drugs manufacturing units from the operation of paragraph 10 
of the said Order in so far as it relales to new packs subject to the following 
conditions, namely:— 

(a) that the prices to be fixed for new packs, larger than the existing packs. 

will be proportionately lower than the prices of the existing packs; 

(b) that the prices to be fixed for new packs, smaller than the existing 

packs, will be fixed pro rota on iho basLS of the prices of the existing 
packs; 

(c) that a report that new packs have been inlioduced. shall be made to the 

Central Government within a week of the marketing thereof logoi her 
with the details of how Ihe prices hawe been fixed; 

(2) small scale drugs manufalluring unite, with an annual turn-over not exceed¬ 
ing Rs. 5 lakhs as recorded in the last accounting period from the operation or

(2) For the purposes of this Order, a small scale unit which is established after 
the date of issue of this Order and markets its products for the first time, shall 
during the first accounting year of Its existence, be deemed to be a unit with an 
annual turn-over not exceeding Rs. 5 lakhs.
